Selectmen  Dismiss  Ainslie  Case

Delas, 


Selectmen  voted  2-0  last 
week  to  absolve  Auxiliary  Of- 
ficer Lawrence  Ainslie,  Jr.,  of 
the  charges  brought  against 
him  in  a recent  hearing. 

Selectman  Mary  Jeanette 
Murray  moved  to  take  no  ac- 
tion against  Ainslie  who  had 
been  charged  with 
unauthorized  use  of  police 
files  and  the  police  log,  im- 
proper dress,  unauthorized  use 
of  a police  radio  and  failure  to 
make  himself  available  for 
assignment.  Chairman  Arhtur 
Clark  voted  in  favor  of  the 
motion,  while  Selectman 
Henry  Ainslie  abstained  in  the 
decision  on  Ainslie,  his 
nephew. 

Lawrence  Ainslie  was 
present  for  the  decision.  After 
the  vote,  Murray  warned  him, 
“If  the  director  (of  Civil 
Defense)  has  any  problems 
with  you,  then  I will  have  to 
do  a lot  of  serious  con- 
sideration to  make  that  kind 
of  motion  again.” 

Murray  said  later  that  she 
made  the  motion  in  part 
because  "things  were  not 


presented  through  the  proper 
channels.”  She  also  indicated 
leniency  toward  the  charge  of 
unauthorized  use  of  a police 
radio.  "We’re  all  human  and 
apt  to  forget  to  bring 
something  back  that  we  said 
we  would,”  Murray  said.  She 
also  noted  that  Ainslie  had  put 
in  a long  night  at  both  a house 
fire  and  car  accident  — fac- 
tors which  she  felt  understan- 
dably delayed  the  return  of  the 
radio. 

Sgt.  John  Rhodes  of  the 


Police  Department  submitted 
a letter  to  Selectmen 
reiterating  his  stance  that  he 
was  “merely  sustaining  a 
fact”  in  substantiating  the 
charges  brought  against  Ain- 
slie by  Lee  Adnrews,  Captain 
of  the  Auxiliary  Police  Force. 

Rhodes  stated,  “I  do  not 
now  nor  had  I before  any  in- 
tentions of  making  a recom- 
mendation as  to  a course  of 
action  against  Ainslie." 

According  to  all  parties  in- 
volved, the  case  is  closed.

Selectmen  took  under  ad- 
visement last  week  a request 
from  Robert  McElaney  of 
H ingham  to  sell  used  cars  at 
the  Village  Service  Station  at 
16  Depot  Court.
